The latter is the fine 
white powder extracted from the wheat 
grain used freely as a seasoning by 
Japanese and European housewives. 
It adds flavor to soups, meat, fish, 
vegetables, eggs, cheese, salad and 
dressings. The bean curd and the 
shoyu must be procured at a J°panese 
cr Chinese store, or in cans. 

In the home the electric chafing dish 
may be used fon suki yaki. The sauce 
must be prepared in the kitchen, how- 
ever, and other ingredients shredded 
neatly. To make the sauce, boil together 
for fifteen minutes the sugar, shoyu, 
water and = ajinomoto. The sauce 
lavors “the finished dish. 


Slice tender beef very thin and cut 
into two-inch pieces; arrange in two 
piles on the platter; a mound of diced 
bean curd, another of sliced onions 
and leeks, still another of shredded 
cabbage, one of atced mushrooms, 
another of sliced celery and tender 
leaves and one of the bamboo shoots, 
well drained, fill the platter. The suet, 
the sauce, two woodén spoons and the 
Platter are then carried to the table, 


Try out the piece of suet in the 
chafing dish and add the onions and 
leeks, cooking until they are nicely 
brown. Two-thirds of the brown sauce 
is then poured in and the rest of the 
vegetables and hean curd. Over the 
top of the vegetables the little slices 
of beef are laid and cooking begun 
in earnest. From time to time the mix- 
ture may be stirred, but only gently. 
The rest of the brown sauce is added 
as it ‘cooks up. At the end of the 
cooking time the suki yaki is eaten 
with, or poured over, hot, steamed rice.

Tor twenty years the Federal clerks 
worked for a retirement bill. They got 
it. It has been liberalized somewhat, 
although it is far from what it should 
be. Now those ellzible for pension 
are praying that a basic principle of 
the law shall be repealed. 

Under existing law a person roach- 
ing the age of retirement is cntitled, 
if mot physically incapncitated, to con- 
tinue to serve for two ycars and a 
pessible four years, after which retire- 
ment would te automatic in 1930. 

The proposal now, is to fix sixty 
years as the retirement age for thcse 
who wish to retire, but to make it 
cptional with the clerks whether taey 
wish to continue on at full pay, even 
in a lower salary grade, in preference 
to t:xing a percentage pension in no 
case to excced $1,200 a year. The ex- 
isting maximum is $1,000. 

The Civil Service Comnmnission re- 
ports that 95 per cent. of the men 
and women in the Federal service have 
ceclined to retire when they have at- 
tained the eligible age. They are 
hanging on the payroll by every means 
they can command, 

Therein Mes the most pathetic story 
of your national capital, 

The Federal establishment could be 
run far more efficiently with two- 
thirds the number of clerks if the 
men and women grown gray in the 


service could be weeded out and bet- 


ter salaries offered to youngsters. 
* * * 


Yet, who wishes to turn them out? 

I became interested in Federal em- 
plofees’ retirement legislation a dec- 
ade ago. I heard of an old man. he 
was ninety then, who was serving in 
the Harding Administration as a clerk 
at the Naval Observatory, and had 
been doing one job or another here in 
Washington since the administration 
of James K. Polk, who was President 
from 1845 to 1849, 

It seemed inhuman on the part of 
the richest nation in the world that 
the gallant old man had to hold on to 
some sort of a job because his Govern- 
ment had no pension prevision for an 
employee who had served seventy-five 
years, 

Without violating the press gallery 
pledge against newspaper men engaging 
in lobbying“for legislation, it was a 
simple matter to interest other news- 
paper men in that and a half hundred 
other cases, almost as tragic, which the 
records unfolded. 

A Federal retirement bill was en- 
acted,

We all have dined at tables where 
the linen was of the finest, silver and 
Cune exquisite too, and the centre 
decoration a costly piece.

INTERPRETING THE CHINESE SITUATIOY

The whole trouble started over a 
hack driving war. In China, if you 
yant to take a ride, you step into.a 
two-seat gig with a Chinese eoolie be- 


tween the shafts. They will take you 
to any part of the city for two yen 
(one-sixth of a dozen Washers in the 
Woolworth stores). 

Business was good because these 
coolies did not have any depreciation 
from year to year and they were al- 
ways the same stremm-line models 
unless they got fat. Everything was 
going along nicely t!l! some of the 
coolies in Northern China equipped 
themselves with taximetres and bign 
charging 2 cents a mile extra for 
trunks they carried on their backs. 
The next thing we knew there was a 
war.
